IN THE SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 30th —In the Senate 
to-day the House hill to promote the adm inis­ 
tration ot justice in the arm y was passed w ith a 
verbal am endm ent. 
The resolution continuing the select Commit­ 
tee on Irrigation and Reclam ation of Arid 
I.ands during the present Congress was agreed 
to. 
A deficiency bill of 510,316, for com pensation 
of members, was pas ed, A motion to recon­ 
sider, by Mr. Morgan, was entered. 
1 he conference report on the tariff bill was 
taken up, aud Carlisle addressed the Senate. 
He would not, he said, attem pt to discuss the 
economic theory of the bill. It was uow about 
to pass entirely from the hands of the Senate 
and beyond its control, and a discussion of the 
question could not be undertaken without neg­ 
lecting the last opportunity to state, as accu­ 
rately as possible, w hat the m ain provisions ot 
the m easure were, and w hat would be the prob­ 
able effect on taxation. It was not his purpose 
to attem pt to state the effect of the m easure ou 
the public revenue, because it would be impos­ 
sible to do so w ith any degree of accuracy, but 
he could state approxim ately w hat its effect on 
taxation would be. No m em ber of the Finance 
Committee had ventured during the tariff de­ 
bate to express an opinion as to w hat the effect 
of the bill would be on the revenues of the Gov­ 
ernm ent, except the Senator from Iowa, Alli­ 
son, who, in the course of his Bpeech on the 
subject of the expenditures of the Government, 
revived the subject to some extent, but th at was 
before the conference report was m ade. 
Carlisle asserted th at the bill as it stood, ex­ 
cepting sugar aud molasses, removed from the 
free list and placed on the dutiable list more 
than it took from the dutiable list and placed 
on the free list. He also asserted that the bill 
would reduce revenues and increase taxation. 
Unless all his calculations were at fault the 
average rate of duty under this conference bill 
and the adm inistrative bill on dutiable articles 
would be 60 per cent., instead of 45K per cent, 
under the existing laws. Carlisle went ou to 
give figures as to the increased taxation under 
the conference bill. In order to com pensate for 
the enorm ous increase of taxation, a tax of 2 
cents a piuud, am ounting to 85,803,000, was to be 
taken off tobacco. The removal of that tax 
would relieve no m an and be beneficial to no­ 
body but m anufacturers and retailers of to­ 
bacco. 
Coming to the question of the bounty on 
sugar, Carlisle said it would am ount, on a basis 
of the present production, to between 57,000,000 
and 88,000,000 a year. This was the first tim e in 
the history of the country that it was proposed 
to pav a bounty to a domestic producer; but no 
part óf the bounty, he asserted, would be paid 
to the grower of the beet or sorghum of cane. 
Every dollar of It would go to the sugar m anu­ 
facturer. 
The producer would not receive a 
higher price for nis product, nor would the con­ 
sum er receive auy benefit from the bounty. 
Sugar would sell in the m arkets at the same 
price precise ly as now. 
The Courts, said Carlisle, had invariably held 
th at the State Legislatures cotnd not authorize a 
county or m unicipality to impose taxes for the 
purpose o' encouraging m anufacturers, or aoy 
other industrial pursuits 
If the States could 
not do it, with unlim ited powers of taxing, how, 
Carlisle asked, could the General Governm ent 
do it ? Referring to the reciprocity am endm ent, 
he said it was a proposition to confide to the

The am endm ent 
was a m ere political device to appease, as far as 
possible, the indignation of public sentim ent 
and check for the tim e being the rising cloud 
of opposition to tbe entire poltcv of orotectioa. 
Allison criticized several of Carlisle’s state­ 
m ents and denied their accuracy. 
He (\llisonp 
differed from Carlisle absolutelv as to the effect 
of the bljl, and gave it as his belief th at it 
would reduce the revenues to an am ount be­ 
tween 540.0 »,C 0 and S45,WX),000 
Coming down 
to tbe sugar question, he said he h».l con­ 
versed w ith planters of Louisiana who have 
come to W ashington, and there was not one ot 
them w ho did not say the proposed bountv 
would stim ulate im m ensely the product o'f 
sugar in Louisiana, and be a great boon to 
them . But now, the Senator from Loui-tana 
(Gibson), charged the conferees with discrim in­ 
ating against that industry. If it were true 
that ail the Louisiana sugar planters spurned 
the bounty and denounced it aud declared 
it unconstitutional they m ight find a Congress 
th at would take them at their word. He be­ 
lieved that the bill was, on the whole, a fair 
bill to every section of the country rs a pro­ 
tective m easure, aud he did not believe its 
general effect would be to operate harshly on 
one section of the country as against another 
section. 
He thought some of the duties (meuy 
of them) too hlgn, aud he had said so more 
than once on th e Hoor of the Senate, lie 
hoped tb s bill would have a fair trial, and if 
it proved a benefit, as he believed it would, it 
would settle the question of tbe tariff' lor m anv 
years to come. 
Gray spxtkc briefly, and Aldrich closed the de­ 
bate. 
The Senate then proceeded to vote on the con­ 
ference report.

San F rancisco, September 30th.—This 
afternoon the Coroner' held an inquest in 
the case of Samel Goldberg, wbo was shot 
and killed by Millie Panhorst a week ago 
last night. 
John Klesow, step father of the accused, 
wa3 the first witness who had testimony of 
importance io offer. He said he had known 
Goldberg a to a t six months, during which 
time he kept company with Millie. On 
the night of the shooting he returned home 
about 10 o'clock. Millie said that she was 
glad he was home, that Sam had been 
arouDd and she would not admit him . 
A 
few minutes later the door-bell rang and 
his son Jack, who answered it, said Gold­ 
berg was tbere, and wanted to see Millie 
alone. She refused (o see him except in 
her father's presence. 
At this tim e the 
witness said : 
"Sam, why don’t you m arry 
the girl?” 
Goldberg replied : ” D 
you. that's my 
own bu-iness.” 
Mr. Klesow objected to tbe use of vulgar 
language and wauted to fight. After a mo­ 
m ent Goldberg turned to Millie and said: 
‘■Millie, I love you aud want to m arry you. 
There is no use in my living without you. 
If you don’t m arry me I ’ll kill you and 
then myself.” 
W hile speaking he plunged his hands 
into his overcoat pocket, as if to draw a pis­ 
tol. Miss Panhorst exclaim ed; 
"Sam, you’ve ruined me, and now want 
to kill m e!” 
W ith this she shot him . 
Klesow testified to having received a 
letter from Goldberg with reference to his 
efforts to prevent Millie from meeting the 
writer. The letter defied Klesow to sep­ 
arate Miss Panhorst and Goldberg. 
John Klesow, Jr., testified substantially 
as bis father had done. 
Titlie H erm ann, a sister of Miss Pan­ 
horst, said that six or seven m onths ago 
Goldberg had called on her sister and ap­ 
parently was nearly intoxicated. 
H e drew 
a pistof from his overcoat pneket and said; 
‘'Nellie, if you don’t stick to me for life. 
I ’ll shoot you and then kill myself.” 
Miss Panhorst was sent for and went 
over from the City Prison, but declined to 
make any statement. 
The case then went 
to the jury. 
The jury finally brought in a verdict 
that "Samuel Goldberg came to his death 
through a gunshot wound from a pistol in 
the hands of Millie Panhorst, while she 
was 
laboring 
under 
great 
excitement 
through fear of personal injury at the 
hands of 
the deceased, 
as previously 
threatened; and we further tina from the 
evidence produced that tbe act was justi­ 
fiable homicide.”

R oyal Fisb. 
W hile old and wise heads of the United 
States and England are carrying on a digni­ 
fied quarrel over the ownership of the seal 
in Behring Sea, let me tell you something 
about royal lish. 
You know that Kings aud Queens have 
many rights and prerogatives. 
W ell, one 
of these prerogatives of English rulers in 
olden times related to rova! fish. 
Royal 
fish are sturgeon and whale, which are 
considered the finest deep-sea fish. 
For 
this reason, “on account of their superior 
excellence,” whenever one of these fish was 
thrown ashore or caught near the coast of 
England it became the property of the 
King. 
This seems very unjust to those 
who m ight secure the whale or sturgeon, 
for they were compelled to give it up with­ 
out receiving any pay. 
However, the 
King had some grounds for claiming these 
royal fish as his property, because it was he 
who guarded and protected the seas from 
pirates and robbers, and in those days there 
were very many of them. 
The most peculiar feature of the custom 
of royal lish was this—that 
while the 
whole of the sturgeon belonged to the 
King, only half of a whale did. 
For it 
was a prerogative, as it is called, of the 
Queen that the tail of every whale caught 
in the way I have told you was her prop­ 
erty, while the head only was the King’s. 
The reason for this division, as given by 
the old records, was to furnish the Queen's 
wardrooe with whalebone; and this reason 
is more amusing than the custom is pecu­ 
liar, for the whalebone lies entirely in the 
head of the whale. 
But there are many 
more as strange and amusing customs re­ 
corded in England’s early laws. 
This right to royal fish was considered of 
great importance, and was carefully guard­ 
ed for many generations. 
It was also a 
prerogative of the Kings of Denmark and 
the Dukes of Xormandy, and from one of 
these it was probably derived by the 
Princes of England.— lV. R . S. in HarpePs 
Youny People.

CUE MUN IC IP A L FARCE. 


Bad government of a city Is deplorable— 
ridiculous government 
is worse. The 
Mayor, Police Judge and Chief of Police 
of .Sacramento are ex-officio Police Com­ 
missioners. 
City Trustees McLaughlin 
and Wolf, constituting a majority of that 
Board, cn Monday refused to allow the 
salaries of the Mayor, Police -Judge aud 
Chief of Police for September, because, as 
was alleged, gaming was not suppressed 
during fair week. 
And the same order 
was made as to the salaries of the police 
force. 
Surprise is warranted that these two ob- 
-slinate Trustees did not order the officials 
whose salaries they docked to be ham­ 
strung, drawn and quartered. They have 
as broad authority to do that as to do what 
they did. They have made the city of 
Sacramento ridiculous in the eyes of the 
whole S tate; they have made our Munici­ 
pal Government a screaming farce: they 
have assumed judicial functions and have 
practically tried, convicted and executed 
three officials elected by the people, with­ 
o u t hearing or the form and ceremony of 
proceeding that is accorded the meanest 
petty larcenist. 
W hether 
the Police 
Commissioners 
could havestopped gaming or not; whether 
It is their duty to do more than issue 
orders for its suppression ; whether they 
are bound to constitute themselves public 
prosecutors, or to assume the roles of police 
•roundsmen—these things cut no figure in 
th e case. 
The laws against gaming are on 
the statute books, and it is the legitimate 
office of any one who chooses to swear out 
warrants for offenders under those laws. 
The laws punishing officials for neglect of 
duty, or for willful refusal to do it, are also 
written int > the codes, and the mode of 
impeaching derelict officers is clearly set 
forth. 
But it is not given to the Trustees 
of the city to try and punish any one. 
N or have they the power to set up new 
penalties and impose unheard of forfeit­ 
ures. The salaries of the three officers 
nam ed are not paid to them for service as 
Police Commissioners, but as Mayor, Po­ 
lice Judge and Chief of Police respect­ 
ively. 
But all these things the solid two coolly 
ignore, aud proceed, in the exercise of 
unwonted power, to withhold salaries in 
punishment for alleged dereliction of duty, 
«.-oncerning which no complaints were filed 
and no proofs were offered, even assuming 
th a t the Trustees could take cognizance of 
either. 
The city government of Sacramento, as 
dominated by these two obstinate and silly 
Trustees, has become a laughing stock aud 
•a by-word, and we shall not be surprised 
to presently hear of the whole miserable 
farce lieing seized upon by Hoyt as the 
keynote lor one of his mcs: ridiculous low- 
level farces.

VIOLATING T H E 
LAW . 


W hile the editions of papers violating 
the law are seized in Cincinnati aud in 
Alabama and the publishers are charged 
with crime and held to bail, there appears 
to be official paralysis prevailing in 
San Francisco. Monday one of the lead­ 
ing daily papers of that city came out with 
a column advertisement of a Mexican lot­ 
tery, 
and it must be assumed that 
the 
paper 
was 
sent 
through 
the 
mails to subscribers as usual. 
This con­ 
temptuous defiance of the law is amazing, 
especially on the part of a journal that is 
forever prating about the dignity of the 
law and the necessity of aultivating respect 
for it. 
The anti-lottery law provides that no 
letter, postal card, or circular concerning 
any lottery, so-called gift concerns, or 
other similar enterprise, offering prizes de­ 
pendent upon lot or chance (or concerning 
schemes devised for the purpose of obtain­ 
ing money or property under false pre­ 
tenses), and no list of the drawings at any 
lottery or similar scheme, and no lottery 
ticket or part thereof, and no check, draft, 
bill, money, postal note or money order for 
the purchase of any ticket, tickets or part 
thereof, or of any share or any chance in 
such lottery or gift enterprise, shall be car­ 
ried in the mail or delivered at or through 
any postoilice or branch thereof, or by any 
letter carrier: nor shall any newspapen 
circular, pamphlet or publication of any 
kind containing any advertisement of any 
lottery or gift enterprise of any kind offer­ 
ing prizes dependent upon lot or chance, 
or containing any list of prizes awarded at 
the drawings of any such lottery or gift en­ 
terprise, whether said list is of any part of 
or all the drawing, be carried in the mail 
or delivered by any Postmaster or letter 
carrier. 
It is made a misdemeanor, punishable by 
not exceeding $500 fine or imprisonment 
for not more than one year, or both, for 
any person to deposit or cause to be de­ 
posited anything to be carried through the 
mails in violation of the preceding sectiou, 
or that is forbidden to be carried through 
the mails by the Act. 
Violators of the 
law may be tried and punished either in 
the district of mailing or in the district to 
which the matter is mailed or sent. 
This ought to be sufficiently explicit to 
suggest to the officials of the Government 
in San Francisco in what direction their 
duty lies. 


G o v e r n o r W a t e r m a n , in response to a 
communication 
from 
the Anti-Lottery 
League of Louisiana, has written to the 
Attorney-General a letter requesting that 
official to direct the law officers of the sev­ 
eral counties to enforce the constitution 
and laws of California against lotteries and 
the sale of lottery tickets. It is commend­ 
able action on the part of the Executive. 
But the thought will present itself that 
the officials of the State and counties and 
the cities have over and over again been 
appealed to to enforce these laws for many 
years, but that save some spasmodic efforts 
in San Francisco, with occasional success, 
nothing whatever has been done in that 
direction. 
Lotteries by the score are 
drawn in this State daily, and lottery 
tickets by the hundied thousand are openly 
sold, but save in the metropolis aud once 
in Oakland, there have been made no ef­ 
forts by police, District Attorneys or Grand 
J uries, to check or even rebuke the evil. 
The law prohibiting the advertising of lot­ 
tery schemes is as plain as a pike staff, but 
the press of the State, in large part, has de­ 
fied the law and violated it with the ut­ 
most nonchalance. 
It is, therefore, not 
especially to the credit of the State that 
official activity should loe the result, at 
this late day, of an appeal frcm the people 
of a sister State. However, it has been 
made and very properly responded to by 
the Governor, and it now remains to loe 
seen what will be the effect of the official 
declaration. 


T h e people should demand that a pump 
of sufficient capacity be placed now 011 
the Y-street levee to empty out the city 
drainage the coming winter. 
It can lie 
turned into the river with ease, but we 
should not wait until the heavy rains have 
set in and the city is full of drainage 
water before preparing for the pump. 
There are half a dozen styles of wrecking 
pumps that will do the work thoroughly 
well. Sacramento cannot afford to suffer 
the discomforts of another such season as 
that of last winter, for lack of a simple 
mechanical device to discharge the ac­ 
cumulating drainage.

Now comes the story that President 
Diaz of Mexico was not assaulted, as re­ 
lated last week. He was not fired upon 
by forty men nor by any other number. 
Indeed, there was no such festival as that 
at which it was said the attempt to assassi­ 
nate him was made.

JOHN BURNS’ KNIFE. 


IT IS USED WITH TERRIBLE EFFECT 
UPON ROBERT WATTS. 


A R ow in a S aloon R esu lts in a S tabbing 


A ffray—T h e W ou n d ed Man 


W ill D ie. 


John Burns is locked np in the city 
prison on a charge of assault to murder, 
and his victim, one Robert WTatts, lies iu 
the Receiving Hospital, under the same 
roof, which place he is not likely to leave 
until borne to the Morgue. 
W atts is a cripple who has been about 
the city for some time, and has made him ­ 
self quite obnoxious to people, insulting 
and even striking those who refused to 
honor his demands for money. 
H e is a 
large man, and travels on crutches, as his 
left leg is cut off between the knee and 
ankle. 
He ar.d Barns were among the crowd in 
the City Hotel Saloon last night just before 
11 o'clock. 
W hile standing before the bar 
they got to quarreling, when W atts hit 
Burns across the head with one of his 
crutches. 
Burns had an open jack knife, with a 
blade about three inches long, in bis hand 
at the time, and he made two or three 
passes at Watts, when the latter cried that 
he had been s’abbed. Several men who 
were in the saloon at the time grabbed hold 
of Burns, when he closed his knife and put 
it back into his pocket. 
Officer Simmons was at Fourtb and K 
streets at the lime, and hearing a noise and 
seeing men rushing into the saloon, he 
hastened to the spot just in time to arrest 
Burns as he was emerging from the saloon. 
Burns was taken to the police etatiou by 
the officer, while others called a hack and 
took the wounded man to the Receiving 
Hospital. 


BURKS ADMITS THE CCTTIKG. 
W hen Burns’ pockets were emptied by 
officer Higgins the knife was found among 
a lew ether articles. 
Burns was pretty 
drunk, and he said, in response to a re­ 
mark made by some one present, that he 
aid cut W atts and didn’t deny it, because 
the latter had hit him with his crutch. 
There was a cut over his left eye, which he 
said was made by the crutch. 
Just as he was being shown to a cell 
W atts came in the door, assisted bv a 
couple of men. On seeing Burns he cried 
o u t: 
‘Take th a t-------------------- 
away, or I ’ll 
kill h im !’’ 
H e was laid on a cot in the receiving 
room and City Physician C. B Nichols 
telephoned for. 
His sbirt was raised, ex­ 
posing a terrible gash in the abdomen a 
little to the left of and below the navel. It 
was several inches long and apparently 
very’ deep. One of the men who brought 
him dowu said he had another cut in the 
left side. 
The wounded man complained of great 
ain, and said he could feel that be was 
leeding internally. 


CAUSE OF TH E TROUBLE. 
W atts stated to those present that Burns 
had been annoying him all evening; that 
he (W stts) 
was 
leaning 
on the 
bar 
of the City Hotel Saloon, when Burns 
tried to “ring in on him ” for a drink. 
Watts said he told Burns he would not 
treat him , and to keep away from him. 
After some words Burns left, saying he 
would get even with him. 
A little later he returned, with an open 
knife, in his hand, and was crowdiug him ­ 
self upon Watts, when the latter (as he 
says) told Burns if he did not keep away 
he would hit him . Burns made some 
demonstration, and he raised his crutch 
and struck at him. Then Burns jumped 
at him and cut him. 
Burns stated, just before he was locked 
up, that W atts wauted him to “ put up” for 
drinks, and because he refused to do so 
struck him with his crutch, whereupon he 
stabbed him . On the way to the jail be 
boasted 
to officer 
Simmons 
that this 
wasn’t the first man he bad stabbed—that 
he once cut a ------------ down iu Arizona. 
He said he had been working In one of the 
hop fields near the city. 


THE WOUND PROBABLY FATAL. 
Dr. Nichols was not long in reaching the 
Receiving Hospital, and as soon as he ex­ 
amined the wound in W atts’ abdomen he 
said it would likely prove fatal, as the kuiie 
had penetrated the abdominal cavity to a 
considerable depth. 


WATTS’ STATEMENT 
Police Judge Buckley, who had heard of 
the affair, hastened to the police station, 
and the wounded man—who had been in­ 
formed that he would probably die—made 
a statem ent to him of the circumstances 
attending the affray. 


HANDY WITH H IS CRUTCHES. 
Just before the affray iu which W atts 
was stabbed a man named Robert H am il­ 
ton was seen at the corner of Third and K 
streets, near by the saloon, bleeding from a 
bad gash on bis forehead. 
He was looking 
for an officer, and said he wanted to have 
“ the cripple” arrested, as he had assaulted 
him because 
he would 
not give him 
money. 
W hile he was looking for an officer the 
other row occurred, and his assailant lay 
bleeding from a couple of terrible knife 
wounds. 
SEWING UP THE WOCND3. 
At 1 o'clock tbis morning Drs. Nichols 
and Huntington were engaged in the task 
of sewing up the wounded m an’s severed 
intestines, but they had little hope of saviDg 
his life. 
The wound in his side was also found to 
be of a serious nature, and another cut was 
discovered on one of his thighs.

members of the 
State Board of Euqalization, one Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, two Asso­ 
ciate Justices to serve twelve years, one 
Associate to serve the uuexpired term now 
filled by Jastice Fox—making a total of 
twenty-six State officers. 
An election is also called in forty-three 
counties for Supetior Judges for twenty 
State Senators and eighty Assemblymen. 
The total num ber of the officers to be 
elected is 101. 
In conclusion the proclamation sa y s: 
“The Legislature, 
at 
its twsniyreighth 
session, proposed an am endm ent to Section 
8. Article 11, relating to the adoption of 
charters of cities. 
The Constitution pro­ 
vides that the Legislature shall subm it 
amendm ents to the people in such m an­ 
ner and at such time as is expedient. 
The 
Legislature haviug failed to provide for the 
submissions of the above amendm ent I am 
not justified in calling upon the people to 
vote thereupon.”

for food, 
pledged themselves never again to appear 
as supplicants before the world on behalf 
of starving Ireland ; so no appeal has been 
sent cut, and nrnh-bly none will come 
from that source until the situation became 
desperate. 
A movement is on foot amoDg well- 
known men not connected with any of the 
Irish societies or political bodies to bring 
to the attention of America the appalling 
calamity which now threatens Ireland be­ 
fore actual death from hunger has claimed 
any victims. 
It has been decided to organ­ 
ize under the name of the “ American 
Committee for the Relief of the Fam ine in 
Ireland.’’ 
It is proposed to make its work 
cover both North and South America. The 
personnel of the American Committee con­ 
tains the following names : Chairman, Gen­ 
eral Jam es Grant W ilson; Honorary Chair­ 
men, Hon. Rutherford B. Hayes aud Hon.

the Conslitntional Convention to-day the 
committee to which was referred the sub­ 
ject memorializing Congress on the repeal 
of the Fifteenth Amendment reported a 
long set of resolutions. They eet forth 
that the white and negro races, though 
friendly aDd homogenous for all business 
-and iudu-nrial purposes, are widely sepa­ 
rated by race instincts and prejudices in 
all political aud social matters ; that there 
is no well-founded hope of change. W ith 
such conditions there will ever by conflicts 
of greater or less magnitude concerning the 
control of the Governments of States in 
w hich their numbers are approximately 
equal. 
Such a condition of insecurity is 
not only a great political and social evil, 
but also greatly impedes industrial devel­ 
opments; and inasmuch as the white peo­ 
ple ouly are capable of conducting and 
m aintaining the government of such States, 
the negro race (even if its people were edu­ 
cated) being wholly unequal to such great 
responsibility, therefore it is the deliberate 
judgm ent of the people of Mississippi that 
the only efficient remedy lies in the repeal 
of the Fifteenth Amendment, whereby 
such restrictions may be put upon negro 
suffrage by the several States as may be 
necessary and proper for the maintenance 
of good and staple governments therein. 
Congress is asked to subm it the proposition 
to the States. ____________

A D o c to r W ho C laim » to H a v e Solved 
M ia d -K e a d in g . 
Chicago, September 30th.—A morning 
paper puolishes what purports to be an 
expose of the tricks by which Paul Alex­ 
ander Johnstone of St. Paul performs his 
mind-reading tests.

RACE TRACK- SLANG. 


Som e o f tlie Queer Expressions Invented 
by tbe Turfm en. 
[Fros^ A m erican Notes and Queries.) 
Race-track talk is not always plain talk. 
I t is related that a wild and woolly W est­ 
erner was once taken to an Eastern race­ 
course, where the proceedings resemble a 
K ilkenny tight. On entering tbe betting 
ring the W estern man saw men and boys 
pushing and struggling with all their 
m ight aroung a stall, aud heard excited 
men shouting at the top of their lungs: 
“Four to one on Proctor K n o tt!” W here­ 
upon he whips out his revolver, and howls: 
“W here is the fight ? 
I ’m not going to 
stand by and see four to one on Pioctor! 
H e must have fair play !” 
Perhaps the word in most common use 
on the race-track is “tip.” 
If a friend or 
acquaintance gives you some quiet and 
positive information about this or that 
horse, this or that stable, the information 
conveyed is called a “tip.” 
A “straight 
tip” is knowledge from an authoritative 
source. Synonymous with “tip” is the 
word “pointer.” 
Should you conclude to 
try the advice given by a “tip,” and take 
a chance in the game, you take what is 
called a “flyer.” 
Again, if the odds of­ 
fered by the “bookies” or bookmakers 
should happen to be twenty to one, or so, 
you would also take what is termed a 
“long shot.” 
In other words,"you would 
lie taking “long odds” or l.ig chances. 
Once more, on every race-track there are 
persons who for a small pecuniary consid­ 
eration will sell you “tips.” 
O rdinarily 
these sellers of “tips” are called “tipsters.” 
W hen they are in the employ of the 
“bookies” they are known as “touters.” 
So, too, a “capper” is a tipster who leads 
the betting public astray. 
A very peculiar but emphatic bit of 
turf slang Is the word “cinch.” 
W hen a 
person has a cock-sure thing, when he 
can pick out without fail the winning 
horse, he is said to have a “cinch.” 
This 
word, taken trom the Spanish, is used by 
cowboys to denote the way in which their 
saddles are tightened on their ponies. 
There are no buckles on the belly-band, 
hut in their place there is a “cinch-strap,” 
which passes through two rings and is 
tied by the “cinch-knot.” 
The Western 
phrase, 
“cinchiDg up,” 
means 
simply 
tightening the girth. 
And it is signifi­ 
cant that, on the race-track, yon hear the 
expression “an air-tight.” 
The most em­ 
phatic form is a “lead pipe cinch,” but 
how that intensifies the certainty I am un­ 
able to say. 
The turfman has quite a number of 
words descriptive of the horses. 
An ani­ 
mal that has been “fixed” or “doctored,” 
or one th at runs as if something was the 
m atter, is called a “stiff.” 
Then there are 
“skates.” 
A second-rate track in New 
Jersey used to have running races during 
the winter months, when the track was 
covered with snow and ice. 
The poor 
animals, with smooth iron shoes, would 
often slide over the course in a curious 
kind of fashion. 
Some turfmen declared 
th at they skated. Since then, second-rate 
horses th at run in the mud or snow are 
called “skates.” 
The expression “mud horse” is often 
used in a sarcastic way. 
Thus, turfmen 
notice that certain steeds only win on a 
muddy track when the “right odds”—say 
forty or fifty to one—can he obtained 
against them. However, tbe popular term 
for an animal quoted at big odds is a “long 
horse;” a “short horse” is one that is 
quoted at small odds. 
A common phrase 
for horses th at are not run to win is that 
“they are not out for the stuff”—meaning 
that they are not out for the money or the 
purse. 
A horse is said to “go wrong” 
when he fails to respond; or he “goes 
lame” when he gets in the home stretch or 
“in the ruck.” 
I t is not uncommon to hear the turfman 
ask, “Who is in the pigskin?” 
T hat is to 
say, who is the “jock” or rider ? 
A jockey 
who makes a mistake of one kind or an­ 
other is said to “make a break.” 
If the 
“break” is particularly bad or glaring, the 
jockey is a “chump”—a word not peculiar 
to turf talk. 
The wocden stalls, from which the 
“bookies” shout forth their alluring odds, 
forms wliat is known as the “betting 
ring.” 
A spectator who has made a wager, 
ana refuses to pay up after he has lost it, 
is known as a “welcher.” 
The “plunger” 
is one who stakes his all upon a single 
race, or one who makes big wagers out of 
iroportion to his capital. 
“G reat draft” 
is winning a number of bets in succession. 
A turfman betting with money won from 
the “bookies” is said to he “playing on 
velvet. 
W hen he goes “broke,” and loses 
all his money, he is said to be “walking on 
his upjters.” 
Thus the turfman has invented new 
words as he went alcng, to express new 
wants or new phases of sporting life. 
H e 
has turned nouns into verbs and vice 
versa; lias made new adjectives, and has 
adopted into his vocabulary the every-day 
speech of all sorts and conditions of men— 
cowboys, pioneers, diggers, gamblers, stock 
speculators and corner boys. 
Ills slang 
thus smacks of the mining camp, the stock 
exchange and the backwoods. 
Conse- 
juently, tu rf talk is often rich in sound 
and meaning, and, at times, strikingly 
graphic and picturesque in appropriate­ 
ness. 


Sagacity of a Horse. 
The surface roads have the patent table 
switches. 
They consist of an iron table 
w ithin and one w ithout the tracks, one 
balancing the other. 
As a good many 
lines use the same track here and there, 
these switches are turned this way and 
th at every minute, the operation being 
performed by causing one horse to tread 
upon this or tbe other table. 
Coming 
down the street the other day on the front 
platform of a surface car I noticed the 
driver looking another way as we ap­ 
proached one of these switches. 
The 
switch was turned the wrong way, and 
while I was wondering w hether I was on 
the wrong car or we would soon he on the 
wrong track, the old w hite horse on the 
near 6¡de shoved his fellow outside the 
tracks upon the right table, skillfully 
avoiding the inside plate himself by a 
half hop, skip and jum p, and we went 
around the corner all right and flying. 
T hat beat any trained horse I ever saw, 
because it was practical and had been 
picked up by a despised and generally ex­ 
ecrated anim al—the street-car horse.—
